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MIDWEST  LIVESTOCK  REVIEW 

and 
RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Weather  and  road  conditions  have  played 
an  important  roll  in  price  trends  and  market- 
ings of  livestock  over  most  of  the  midwest 
during  the  past  two  months.     For  the  week  in 
review,  thawing  of  the  heavy  snow  cover  made 
many  country  roads  virtually  impassable  over 
the  weekend  and  Monday's  receipts  were  small, 
and  later  in  the  week  marketings  were  affected 
by  flood  conditions  over  the  western  Corn  Belt. 
Fed  steers  sold  unevenly  steady  to  $1.00  higher 
at  most  midwest  terminals,  however,  bulk  sales 
at  Chicago  were  steady  to  500  lower.     Barrows 
and  gilts  sold  steady  to  500  higher,  large 
share  steady  to  250  up.     Slaughter  lamb  prices 
were  extremely  uneven,  averaging  about  steady 
except  at  So.  St.  Paul  where  sales  were  500- 
$1.00  higher. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Rapid  thaw- 
ing of  record  winter  snows  made  for  flooded 
highways,  nearly  bottomless  rural  roads  and 
muddy  farm  lots,   all  of  which  contrived  to  cur- 
tail livestock  marketings.     The  12  market  cat- 
tle receipts  were  down  9  percent  with  the 
supply  reduction  most  pronounced  at  Missouri 
River  markets  inasmuch  as  the  western  Corn  Belt 
was  hardest  hit  by  flood  waters.     Receipts  Mon- 
day proved  exceptionally  small  at  all  markets 
and  the  supply  situation  remained  spotty  later 
in  the  week  although  the  week's  run  of  fed 
steers  and  heifers  was  fully  normal  even  though 
unevenly  distributed.     A  flood  threat  at  the 
Sioux  City  stockyards  made  for  just  token  sup- 
plies Wednesday,  while  Chicago  receipts  for  the 
midweek  market  were  largest  for  the  day  since 
January,  1959.    As  a  result,  the  week's  supply 
in  Chicago  was  little  changed  and  among  the 
largest  in  two  months ,       Price  trends  mirrored 
the  upset  supply  picture.     At  most  markets 
slaughter  steers  and  heifers  finished  the 
week  unevenly  steady  to  $1.00  higher.     In  Chi- 
cago, high-choice  and  Prime  steers  closed 
steady  to  500  higher  and  at  a  new  peak  since 
last  May,  but  early  upturns  on  all  Standard  to 
low-Prime  steers  were  more  than  erased  with 
closing  prices  steady  to  500  lower.     Early  up- 
turns in  heifer  prices  at  Chicago  were  also 
more  than  lost  with  final  trading  fully  500 
lower.     Cows  generally  sold  steady  to  500  high- 
er but  closed  weak  to  500  lower  in  Sioux  Falls 
and  Oklahoma  City  with  some  off  as  much  as 
$1.00  in  Chicago.     Bulls  proved  the  exception 
to  the  erratic  price  trend,  generally  declining 
5O0-$1.5O.     Vealers  sold  $1.00  lower  in  So.  St. 
Paul  and  St.  Louis  National  Stock  Yards.     Slaugh- 
ter steers  and  heifers  formed  the  bulk  of  ar- 
rivals at  virtually  all  markets  in  the  midwest 
with  Good  and  Choice  predominating  by  long  odds. 

Choice  steers  bulked  at  $26.50-28.50  al- 
though many  Choice  reached  $29.50  in  Chicago 
where  high-Choice  and  Prime  1050-1450#  steers 


bulked  at  $29.50-32.50  with  over  a  dozen 
loads  $32.75-33.00  and  one  load  Prime  1207# 
steers  $33.25.     High-Choice  and  Prime  steers 
at  other  markets  realized  $28.25-29.50  with 
about  5  loads  Prime  $30.00-31.00  at  Sioux  City 
and  a  few  head  $31.00  at  So.  St.  Paul.     Most 
Good  steers  over  the  area  $23.50-26.50.     Bulk 
Choice  heifers  $25.75-27.50,  most  Good  $23.00- 
25.75,  with  a  few  loads  high-Choice  and  mixed 
Choice  and  Prime  in  Chicago  $28.00-28.75. 
Most  Utility  and  Commercial  cows  $15.50-18.50 
while  Canners  and  Cutters  bulked  at  $12.50- 
16.50. 

STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Conflicting  factors  were  at  work  in  the  market 
far  stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and  calves  this 
week.     As  a  result  price  trends  showed  consider- 
ably more  than  the  normal  amount  of  variation 
at  the  different  terminal  markets.     Pasture 
prospects  are  above  average  for  the  impending 
new  grazing  season  and  along  with  this,  slaugh- 
ter cattle  prices  in  recent  weeks  have  been 
maintained  at  fairly  high  levels.    This  usu- 
ally would  be  sufficient  to  encourage  an 
aggressive  wide-spread  early  spring  demand  for 
stockers  and  feeders.     However,  many  feeding 
and  grazing  areas  in  the  midwest  were  plagued 
by  over-flowing  creeks  and  rivers  and  very 
muddy  conditions  which  not  only  hampered  the 
movement  of  livestock  but  also  presented  tem- 
porary handling  problems  on  any  livestock 
purchased  for  immediate  delivery  to  farm, 
pasture  or  feedlot.     As  a  result,  even  though 
the  underlying  demand  would  indicate  ready  out- 
let for  far  more  than  the  seasonally  moderate 
receipts  currently  marketed,  weather  conditions 
continued  to  be  a  dominant  factor  as  was  re- 
flected in  mixed  price  trends  at  the  various 
markets.     At  several  centers  prices  were  as 
much  as  500  lower  while  some  of  the  others 
showed  advances  of  as  much  as  500.     Meanwhile, 
many  sales  around  the  market  circuit  were  made 
on  a  steady  basis.     Feeder  buyers  showed  con- 
siderable interest  in  Good  and  Choice  fleshy 
steers  suitable  for  a  short  turn  in  the  feed- 
lot  but,  here  too,  road  and  feedlot  conditions 
often  were  a  major  consideration  in  buying 
plans. 

Good  and  Choice  800-1050#  feeder  steers 
brought  $23.50-26.75,   few  80O-95O#  $26.85- 
27.00.     Usually  950-1050$  steers  sold  somewhat 
below  the  same  grades  800-900#  but  at  Chicago 
partly  fattened  1050#  sold  to  a  finisher  at 
$26.75.     Medium  to  low-Good  feeders  brought 
$20.50-24.00.     Scattered  shipments  Choice  550- 
600#  stock  steers  sold  from  $29.50-30.00  and 
at  Denver  a  few  loads  high-Choice  525-550# 
brought  $32.25-33.50.     However,  majority  Good 
and  Choice  550-700#  yearling  stockers  ranged 
$24.50-29.00.     Good  and  Choice  yearling  heifers 
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brought  $22.50-27.25.     A  few  loads  750-825# 
heifers  in  average  to  high-Good  slaughter  flesh 
sold  on  feeder  accounts  at  $24.00-25.00.     Good 
and  Choice  stock  steer  calves  ranged  $26.00- 
34.00,  most  sales  $31.00  down.     Same  grades 
heifer  calves  brought  $24.00-28.00,  few 
$28.75. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Following  sev- 
eral weeks  of  almost  continuous  snow  storms, 
spring  bloomed  suddenly  in  the  midwest.     This 
development  not  only  brought  muddy  barnyards 
and  roads  but  also  plagued  part  of  the  Corn 
Belt  area  with  floods.     These  conditions  were 
instrumental  in  reducing  hog  marketings 
around  10  percent  from  the  previous  week  and 
also    10  percent  from  the  same  week  a  year  ago. 
Mixed  U.  S.  No.  1-3,  200-250#  barrows  and 
gilts  made  up  the  bulk  of  the  supply.     Price 
trends  were  generally  higher  until  late  in 
the  period  when  a  sizable  share  of  the  early 
upturn  was  erased.     Compared  with  the  previous 
week's  close,  barrows  and  gilts  sold  unevenly 
steady  to  25$  higher  throughout  most  of  the 
Corn  Belt  area  with  trends  at  Omaha  and  St. 
Joseph  25-50$  higher.     Sow  prices  were  un- 
even,  closing  steady  to  25$  lower  at  a  few 
markets,  steady  to  25$  higher  at  most  other 
centers  but  50-75$  up  at  Omaha. 

On  Friday,  mixed  U.  S.  No.  1-3,  180-260# 
barrows  and  gilts  bulked  at  $15.25-16.25,  same 
grades  and  weights  $16.00-16.50  at  Indianap- 
olis.    Selected  lots  of  No.  1  and  No.  1-2, 
usually  sorted  for  weight  and  grade  brought 
$16.00-16.75.     Mixed  No.  1-3,   270-600#  sows 
sold  largely  at  $13.50-15.00,  very  few  sows 
under  350#. 

Average  cut-out  value  advantage  of  U.  S. 
No.  1  over  No.  3,  live  basis  200-220#  bar- 
rows and  gilts  was  98$  per  cwt.  based  on  whole- 
sale carlot  prices  of  fresh  pork  cuts  at  Chi- 
cago March  24  to  March  30,  1960  inclusive. 

HOGS  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
Area  -  Receipts  were  approximately  3  percent 
lower     than  the  previous  week  but  2  percent 
more  than  the  corresponding  week  last  year. 
Fully  80  percent  of  the  supply  was  mixed  U.  S. 
No.  1-3  190-240#  barrows  and  gilts.     Prices 
declined  late  erasing  part  of  the  early  up- 
turns to  leave  late  sales  mostly  25 $  higher 
for  the  week.     Mixed  No.  1-3,  190-240#  butch- 
ers closed  the  week  at  $15.05-15.85  with  a 
moderate  volume  mostly  No.  1  and  2  lots 
$15.90-16.15  and  few  selected  No.  1  to  $16.50. 
Mixed  No.  1-3,  270-40O#  sows  brought  $13.50- 
15.15,  bulk  $13.75-14.75}  400-550#  sows 
$12.50-14.00. 

SHEEP  AND  IAMBS  -  The  12  market  receipts 
were  25  percent  less  than  in  the  previous 
week  and  33  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier. 
Slaughter  lamb  prices  were  very  uneven.     Sales 
were  steady  to  50$  lower  at  Kansas  City,   St. 
Joseph,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  National  Stock 
Yards  and  steady  to  weak  at  Sioux  City.     How- 


ever, prices  were  steady  to  50$  higher  at 
most  other  points  and  50$-3l.00  up  at  So.  St. 
Paul.     Slaughter  ewes  were  steady,  instances 
strong  to  50$  higher.     Feeder  lambs  were 
mainly  steady,  but  50$-$1.00  lower  at  Ft. 
Worth. 

Choice  and  Prime  85-116#  wooled  slaugh- 
ter lambs  closed  from  $21.50-23.00  and  up  to 
$23.25  at  Chicago;  Choice  90-115#  wooled 
lambs  $21.00-22.50,   110-125#  $20.00-21.75; 
Good  and  Choice  $19.50-21.50.     Most  Choice 
and  Prime  97-Ul#  shorn  No.  1  and  fall  shorn 
pelt  slaughter  lambs  $21.00-22.00;  Choice 
87-110#  $20.50-21.50;  Good  and  Choice  $19.00- 
21.00.     Choice  and  Prime  70-107#  spring 
slaughter  lambs  $22.50-23.50;  Utility  and 
Good  $19.00-21.00  at  Fart  Worth.     Cull  to 
Choice  slaughter  ewes  sold  from  $4.00-8.50, 
few  $9.00.     Most  Good  and  Choice  75-85# 
feeder  lambs  realized  $20.00-21.50;  Choice 
86#  western  feeders  $22.00  at  Sioux  City; 
Medium  and  Good  feeders  $16.00-20.00. 

In  the  Interior  Iowa-So.  Minnesota 
area,  slaughter  lambs  and  ewes  were  steady 
throughout  the  week.     Moderate  numbers  prompted 
a  fairly  good  demand  and  prices  were  little 
affected  by  the  bearish  influence  of  steady 
to  lower  dressed  lamb  prices.     Estimated 
Interior  receipts  were  slightly  less  than 
last  week  but  3  percent  over  a  year  ago. 
Late  in  the  week,  Choice  and  Prime  90-105# 
wooled  slaughter  lambs  delivered  to  packing 
plants  sold  from  $21.50-22.50,  large  share 
$22.00;  Choice  90-105#  wooled  lambs  $21.00- 
22.00  with  Choice  105-115#  $20.00-21.50; 
Good  and  low-Choice  9O-110#  wooled  lambs 
$19.50-21.00.     Choice  and  Prime  90-100#  shorn 
No.  1  and  fall  shorn  pelt  lambs  cashed  from 
$21.00-21.50  with  Prime  fall  shorn  pelt  high- 
yielding  lambs  $21.50-21.75;  Choice  90-100# 
shorn  lambs  $20.50-21.00;  Good  and  low-Choice 
$19.00-20.50.    Cull  to  Choice  wooled  slaugh- 
ter ewes  $5.00-6.50.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 


Trading  of  greasy   domestic  wool  con- 
tinued very  slow  in  the  Boston  market  as 
prices  held  fiim.  Outlet  continued  good 
for  graded  one-quarter  blood  fleeces  at 
higher  prices.  Handlers  of  pulled  wools 
reported  a  substantial  weight  of  mostly 
scoured  medium  wools  sold  for  woolen  con- 
sumption at  firm  prices  while  scoured 
shorn  wools  and  noils  were  slow  to  move 
at  about  steady  prices.  Activity  in  the 
territory  States  was  slow  while  turnover 
in  Texas  increased  and  a  few  more  sales 
were  made  in  the  fleece  wool  States. 

Midweek  cables  from  Australia  showed 
Japan  and  Bradford  the  main  competitors 
with  quotations  very  firm.  In  New  Zealand, 
Bradford  and  the  Continent  dominated  with 
some  buying  for  United  States  account  at 
steady  prices  while  in  South  Africa, 
England  and  France  were  operating  and  some 
United  States  buying.  Occasional  sales  of 
Buenos  Aires  carpet  wools  were  made  to  the 
United  States  while  limited  quantities  of 
Montevideo  wools  were  sold  to  this  country. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  good  French 
combing  and  staple  60/62s  fleece  wools 
brought  $1.10  clean  basis.  Buyers  were 
paying  around  50$  grease  basis  in  Indiana 
and  from  50-53$  in  Michigan  while  in  Ohio 
50-53$  but  mostly  50$  for  medium  fleeces 
and  40-43$  for  fine  wools  to  the  growers. 

Territory  Wools  -  Around  Newell,  South 
Dakota,  bulk  one-half  blood,  good  French 
combing  and  staple  in  original  bags  brought 
$1.00-1.15  clean  basis  delivered  Boston 
while  various  clips  in  Montana  brought 
mostly  44-48$  grease  basis  to  the  growers. 
Original  bag  bulk  fine  Wyoming  wools  sold 
from  38^-46$  grease  basis  and  was  estimated 
around  $1.15-1.20  clean  delivered  Boston 
while  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  of  Cali- 
fornia original  bag  fine  wools  brought 
around  $1.15  clean  basis  delivered  East. 

Texas  Wools  -  The  strictly  staple  end 
of  the  Sonora  clip  around  57^$  in  the 
grease  was  estimated  by  dealers  to  cost 
around  $1.25  clean  basis  delivered  Boston 
while  the  good  French  combing  and  staple 
at  52^$  was  estimated  from  $1.15-1.18 
landed  Boston.  Twelve  months  wool  in 
original  bags  brought  around  $1.18-1.20, 
average  twelve  months  from  $1.13-1.15, 
eight  months  $1.05-1.10  and  fall  wool 
around  $1.00  clean  basis  delivered  Boston. 

Mohair  -  Occasional  lots  of  mohair 
sold  in  Texas  around  $1.10  for  adult  and 
$1.40  for  kid  hair  to  the  warehouse  with 
estimates  around  one  and  a  half -million 
pounds  unsold  in  Texas.

IESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Customer  resistance  and 
need  of  broader  outlet  were  major  problems  for 
wholesalers.     Trading  on  bulk  of  fresh  meats 
was  very  slow,   and  demand  narrow  for  the  most 
part.     Fully  normal  supplies  of  beef  and  pork 
loins  met  very  narrow  outlet  at  Washington 
and  resulted  in  a  large  carryover  of  beef  car- 
casses and  hinds,  while  some  pork  loins  went 
to  freezers  at  Washington  and  New  York.     Below 
normal  receipts  of  beef  were  instrumental  in 
effecting  fairly  complete  clearance  at  New 
York,   and  enabled  sellers  to  maintain  firm 
prices.     Most  carcasses  and  cuts  closed  higher 
at  New  York,  but  beef  sales  at  some  coolers  in 
Washington  were  too  limited  to  provide  a  real 
price  test.     Beef  trading  at  other  markets 
was  moderately  active  and  clearances  were  fair- 
ly complete.     Moderate  to  near  normal  lamb  sup- 
plies were  ample  for  moderate  demand,  and 
clearance  was  generally  good  at  Eastern  Sea- 
board markets.     Veal  and  calf  met  severe  set- 
backs from  a  demand  and  price  standpoint  as 
moderate  to  normal  supplies  were  generally  ex- 
cessive, clearance  poor,   and  prices  sharply 
lower  in  most  instances.     Trading  was  moderately 
active  on  pork  cuts  other  than  loins,  with  good 
clearance  of  normal  supplies. 

Compared  with  the  previous  week:     Steer 
beef  steady  to  mostly  500  higher  at  Philadelphia 
and  New  York,  instances  $1.00  up  at  New  York. 
Prices  at  Baltimore  were  steady  to  weak,  and 
steady  to  $1.00  lower  at  Washington.     Cow  beef 
sold  steady  to  $2.00  lower,  with  the  full  de- 
cline at  Philadelphia,  and  closing  sales  at 
New  York  fully  500  lower.     Declines  on  veal 
involved  the  vast  majority  sold,   and  ranged 
from  $1.00-5.00,  bulk  veal  and  calf  at  New  York 
at  $2.00-3.00  lower  levels.     Lamb  followed  a 
steady  to  $2.00  lower  trend,  the  downturn  most- 
ly on  Good  lamb  all  weights,   and  Choice  and 
Prime  55-65#  carcasses.     Pork  loin  prices 
advanced  $1.00-2.00  at  Philadelphia,  but  were 
steady  to  $2.00  lower  at  other  markets.     Other 
fresh  pork  cuts  sold  steady  to  $3.00  higher. 
Kosher  steer  forequarters  sold  mainly  steady 
to  $1.00  higher;  kosher  lamb  foresaddles  $1.00 
lower.     Kosher  veal  and  calf  sold  steady  to 
$5.00  lower,  bulk  $2.00-3.00  off. 

CHICAGO  -  Steer  and  heifer  beef,  lamb  and 
fresh  pork  supplies  somewhat  reduced  from  a 
week  earlier  with  volume  of  most  classes  mod- 
erate.    High-Choice  and  Prime  beef  was  again 
rather  limited.     Carcasses  55#  and  over  predom- 
inating in  the  lamb  division.     Receipts  of  veal 
and  cow  beef  were  small.     Carcass  beef  trading 
was  moderately  active.     Arm  and  square  cut 
chucks  found  broad  outlet  at  slightly  higher 
levels,  but  trading  for  other  primal  beef  cuts 
was  generally  mostly  slow,  particularly  on 
rounds .     Utility  and  boning  type  veal  moved 


fairly  well,  but  Standard  to  Prime  slow.     Lamb 
trade  generally  slow  after  the  initial  session. 
Loins,  stews  and  shoulders  best  moving  lamb 
cuts.     Good  demand  prevailed  for  spareribs,  but 
outlet  for  pork  loins  and  Boston  butts  dimin- 
ishing as  the  week  progressed. 

Compared  to  last  Friday:     Steer  and  heifer 
beef  steady  to  500  higher;  cow  beef  fully  $1.00 
lower;  veal  mostly  $2.00  lower;  lamb  steady  to

$1.00  higher. 

PACIFIC  COAST  -  Choice  steer  beef  was  in 
small  supply  at  San  Francisco  but  fully  adequate 
for  a  rather  narrow  demand  at  other  points  on 
the  west  coast.     Some  accumulations  were  found 
at  Los  Angeles,   otherwise  a  normal  clearance  was 
effected.     Supplies  of  other  steer  beef  were 
slightly  liberal  for  a  slow  movement.     Calf 
and  veal  was  moderate  but  adequate  for  a  fair 
demand.  Old  crop  lamb  comprised  bulk  of  the  lamb 
supply  at  Los  Angeles  and  in  the  Pacific  North- 
west while  spring  lamb  predominated  at  San  Fran- 
cisco.    Fresh  pork  cuts  were  fully  adequate  for 
a  fair  demand  while  smoked  skinned  hams  were 
more  than  adequate  for  narrow  outlet  as  most 
interests  were  not  contracting  for  Easter  as 
yet.     Prices  compared  with  the  previous  week1 s 
close:     Beef  mostly  steady,  instances  500  higher 
on  Choice  steer  beef  in  the  Pacific  Northwest 
and  $1.00  higher  on  Standard  steer  beef  at  Los 
Angeles;  calf  and  veal  about  steady;  old  crop 
and  spring  lamb  steady  to  $2.00  lower,  instances 
$3.00  off  on  spring  lamb  at  San  Francisco;  fresh 
park  cuts  steady  to  $1.00  higher,  instances 
N.  Y.   shoulders  $1.00  lower  at  Los  Angeles  and 
spareribs  $3.00  higher  at  San  Francisco;  smoked 
skinned  hams  mostly  steady,   some  sales  $1.00 
lower  at  Los  Angeles;  sliced  bacon  and  lard 
steady  to  $1.00  higher. 

CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

Trading  on  volume  lots  of  meats  was  only 
moderately  active  at  best  with  demand  generally 
fair  except  at  the  close  when  outlet  was  rather 
narrow  at  most  points.     Volume  of  sales  was 
moderate  but  near  normal  clearances  were  ef- 
fected as  overall  supplies  were  below  recent 
weeks.     The  reduced  volume  was  the  main  factor 
influencing  a  steady  to  500  higher  general  trend 
on  steer  and  heifer  beef.     However,   sales  were 
5O0-$1.OO  higher  at  Denver  and  Philadelphia  and 
Good  steer  beef  advanced  5O0-$1.OO  at  Omaha. 
Cow  beef  declined  5O0-$1.5O  at  most  centers  and 
sold  $1.50-2.25  lower  at  Philadelphia.       The 
downturn  on  cow  beef  was  due  to  poor  demand 
which  was  insufficient  for  small  supplies. 
Lamb  carcasses  closed  steady  to  $1.00  lower  for 
the  week.     Pork  loins  sold  mostly  500  higher 
at  Chicago  and  Omaha,  however  part  of  the 
advance  was  erased  at  the  close.     At  Philadel- 
phia pork  loins  advanced  $1.00-3.00.
